Later, in 
Farrell's absepce, he declared his statements that 
Farrell 


wanted to commit suicide or to have the others kill and ea; 
him and that Farrell went through the woods apologizing t. 
heaven for his sins, were true. 


Kloor Denies Charges 
Farrell ^emphatically denied all of Hinton's statement, 


regarding himself, insisting that both he and Kloor were in 
far better physical shape in the days the men wandered in the 
woods than was Hinton. 
Kloor before he received from Sec- 
retary Daniels an order directing him to file a" report before 
talking for publication, denied Hinton's published statement 
that Farrell wanted to commit suicide or wanted the others to 
eat him. 


Tonight the breach between the men is unhealed and the, 


bitterness is only prevented from becoming worse because j 
Farrell is keeping his distance from the others.

broken out in towns 


located at the headwaters of the Monongahela River1, sanita- 
tion engineers in western Pennsylvania have taken action in 
that section to prevent further spread of the disease, it was an- 
nounced by Charles Emerson,-Chief of the Engineering Division 
of the Department of Health. 
Work on sanitation is beins 


conducted in five counties, Allegheny, Washington, Westmorel 
land, Greene and Fayette. 
Letters have been sent from the 


Department to the county boards urging every precautionary 
measure it was announced. Investigation of the water supply 
along the river is now underway and where the water is found 
not safe orders to boil the water have been issued. Increased 
quantities of chlorine in purifying the water will be used. 
The 


measures taken by the Department of Haelth through the Di- 
vision of Engineers are believed to have prevented an epidemic 
of typhoid. 
Although reports of the number of cases have 


not been received here! such an epidemic has been averted 
according to the assurances from the western part of the state.

"When is a strike?" bids fair to 
come into discussion again in 
the 


Indiana county field. A few days ago 
the DuBois Courier stated that 
a 


strike had occurred in that field. The 
miners reply with a lengthy state- 
ment in which they claim they are 
not on strike; they report for work 
every day but refuse to do any dig- 
ging because the company fails to 
do the car 
pushing. 
Their 
state- 


ment follows: 
To the Public: 


Rumors have been spread through- 


out Indiana county that the miners 
who are working under the B., R. & 
P. Co. are on a strike. This is net 
true. 


On Nivember 7, 1920, the miners 


notified the officials of the coal com- 
pany that they wanted to be relieved 
from the burden 
of car 
pushing, 


which is the most 
inhuman 
work 


that the miners have 
to contend 


with. Up to date they have received 
no reply from the company. 


The miners decided on January 1 


' to report to work and ask the com- 


pany to pull the cars to and from the 
working place for 
them 
and 
the 


company has refused to do s.o and 
they are compelled to return home 
every day. 


To some of the citizens who are 


not aware of the meaning of car 
pushing and do not know what this 
means we are willing to give a full 
explanation. The miners 
are 
com- 


pelled to take the car, which weighs 
two or three tons, from the heading 
to his room, 150 yards distant and 


states that his company is expecting 
a great improvement. This improve- 
ment is reflected locally in that the 
plant has been running about one- 
fourth capacity for the past several 
months. Preparations are now under 
way for the resumption of work at 
almost full 
capacity. Mr. Morgan 


hired a number of operatives yester- 
day and is taking on more right 
along, so that it is expected 
that 


before long the plant will be run- 
ning at full capacity. It is gratify- 
ing to note that the silk situation 
has straightened around 
and 
gives 


promise of becoming normal within 
a short time. 


It is probable that the local Alpha 


company will carry out its original 
plans for the enlarging of the fac- 
tory, these improvements to be made 
during the coming Summer. The en- 
largements were originally scheduled 
immediately after the present build- 
ings were finished, but owing to the 
market situation at that time, the 
building plans were postponed.

machinery, it also would be reliev- 
ed of this expense. 


The miners are not looking 
for 


any trouble, but are compelled to 
take action because they could not 
handle those cars any longer. If the 
company is willing to 
make any 


suggestions to the miners, they are 
glad to co-operate and try to do the 
best they can in regards to this 
matter.
